The cold snap which has gripped 
Atlanta since Saturday night shows 
no signs of abatement and weather 
reports indicate that the cold 
weather will hold out fo rseveral 
days. At 10 o’cloc klast night the 
thermometer registered 23 degrees.

Acting. President John L. Lewis, 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, who is attending the la- 
bor reconstruction conference here, 
predicted today that by Monday 
night 95 zer cent of the miners 
would be back to work. 

“Though it Has been a difficult 
task to reach all of the men in the 
short time since the decision was 
reached,” he said, “it is certain that 
they will go back.” 

Restrictions imposed on the use 
of fuel during the strike gradually 
are being removed under the dis- 
cretionary authority to rescind such 
orders given the regional railroad 
directors. Thus the working week 
will open tomorrow with a nearer 
approach to a normal industrial sit- 
uation than any week since the 
strike was made effective Novem- 
ber 1. 

Although most of the power to re- 
Scind the various restrictions has 
been placed in the hands of the re- 
zional directors, the railroad admin- 
istration is continuing to exercise 
Supervisory control over bituminous 
coal and coke. This has been made 
necéssary not alone by the fuel ad- 
ministrator; but also by the resic- 
nation of Cyrus Guernsey, Jr., as- 
sistant to Dr. Garfield, and John A. 
Alport, chief engineer, both of 
whom came back to Washington to 
serve with their chief when the fuel 
administration was revived. These 
resignations have practically put 
an end to the reinstituted activities 
of the administration. - 


Wilson to Name Commission: 


Appointment by President Wilson 
of a commission to supercede the 
fuel administrator, is expected. this 
week. No intimations of the per- 
sonnel have been given in official 
quarters, though the basis decided 
upon will make its composition in- 
clude one mine worker. one coal 
operator, and a representative of the 
public.

borrow funds to resume business 
for a period of three years 

Wire communications and long- 
distance telephone service have been 
ré-established, and trains are now 
being operated on disorganized 
schedules, which greatly relieves 
matters. During the day scores 
of telegrams were received from 
various sections of the country, one 
coming from Frank Lanier, of 
Americus, announcing a contribu- 
tion of $5,000. Various amounts, 
ranging from $10,000 to $50, have 
been pledged: 

River Continues Fall. 

The swollen Chattaheochee con- 
tinued its fall Sunday, late in the 
afternoon registering 19 feet, a fall 
of two addit.onal feet. This caused 
the muddy waters to recedé to a 
large extent from the business and 
the main residence sections.

That Atlanta will always do her 
part whenever confronted by an 
emergency or great public duty was 
evidenced Sunday afternoon when at 
a mass meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce, at which less than 150 
men were present, $13.961 was given 
to relieve distress in flood-stricken 


West Point. Committees were ap- 
pointed at this meeting, represent- 
ing practically every interest in the) 
city, with instructions to begin 
work at an early hour Monday 
morning in an effort to raise a sum 
of.money that would make a fitting 
answer to West Point's call for 
aid. 

The dire need for ald in the Geor- 
gia city was stressed by many 
speakers, all of whom also spoke 
of the reluctance with which a call 
for help was sent out by the brave 
people of West Point, and assurance 
was given that the very fact of 
side help being asked was suf- 
ficient. to show that a state of at- 
ale bordering upon calamity ex- 
sts In the fiesd- swept town. 

The meeting was called for 8 

o'clock Sunday aftérnovn jointly 
by Mayor Key and the Chamber of 
Commerce, and despite the intense 
cold there were about 150 of the 
representative And liberal citizens 
of Atlanta, present. The meeting 
was opened by Lee Ashcraft, who 
stated its object and afterwards 
turned it over to Mayor Key, whe 
presided 
Mayor Key Speaks. 

Mayor Key stated that at first 
West Point had refused to ask for 
outside help, but that conditions 
had become so serious as the wa- 
ters began to reeede tand disclosed 
the damage done, that the appeal for 
aid was made. He praised the spirit 
of the West Point citizens, who 
sought to take care of themselves. 
despite the devastation, and enjoined 
upon the Atlanta people the great. 
duty and responsibility of this city’ 
toward her sister Georgla town, in 
which many of the people are joined 
to Atlanta’s cjtizens by ties of blood. 
Mayor Key stated that he had heard 
that LaGrange, a city ner West 
Point, had raised sométhing like 
$10,000, and that a meeting was be- 
ing held Sunday afternoon with the 
purpose of augmenting that amount. 
Later a telephone message was re- 
ceived saying LaGrange had doubled 
the amount, making a total of 320. 
000 raised for West Point. 

Mayor Key introduced Eli Calla- 
way, of LaGrange. who had come 
to Atlanta on request of the West 
Point people to be present at the 
mass meeting here. Mr. Calloway 
pictured the devastated conditions 
at West Point, telling a graphic 
story of his observations there since 
the rising of the Chattahoochee riv- 
er last week.

The Interchurch World Movement 
of North America is to be explained 
by a corps of able speakers, headed 
by Dr. Joseph A. Vance, of Detroit, 
Mich., one of the foremost divines 
of this country. Every phase of 
the great plan will be exhaustively 
discussed, so that there may be no 
confusion in the minds of the dele- 
gats as to the basic principles on 
which the organization is founded. 
Not organic union, but a unification 
of methods and co-ordination of 
plans of all denominations to elim- 
inate friction and avoid unnecessa- 
ry and costly duplication of effort.

A united 
financial appeal to secure funds for 
the financing of the united budget 
is another feature of the Inter- 
church plan, while the fifth and last 
items is the formulation of a united 
program of work in which all 
Protestant denomination shall co- 
operate, harmonizing their efforts 
to the greatest possible degree. 

Will Explain Features. 

All these features will be ex- 
plained by the corps of speakers who 
will deliver addresses and conduct 
the round tables during the confer- 
ence this week. Training classes 
will be established and textbooks 
furnished the delegates attending.

Rome. December 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The chamber of 
deputies Saturday night voted ap- 
proval of the reply to the speech 
from the throne after rejecting. by 
a vote of 289 to 124 an amendment 
offered by the socialists providing 
for the immediate recognition of 
the Russian soviet government and 
the resumption of relations with 
Russia. — 

Premier Nitti summed up the de- 
bate on the reply in a speech of 
considerable length. He desired first, 
he said, to dispose of a question 
which was causing national concern 
and to deny the report that the cov- 
ernment was about to conclude new 
international Agreements creating 
fresh responsibilities. The premier's 
reference was to a report that the 
meeting of Premiers Lloyd-George 
and Clemenceau and Foreign Minis- 
ter Scialoia in London had consid- 
ered a military convention. 

Parliament is Sovereign. 

Answering different speakers who 
presented motions for the convoca- 
tion of a constituent assembly, Sig- 
nor Nitti said: 
But we consider the parliament 
as a permanent constituent assem- 
bly. There is no necessity to con- 
voke one purposely. The Italian 
constitution, granted on March 4. 
1848, was quickly modified by the 
parliament on May 19, 1848, and 
later has been changed constantly 
according to necessity. The par- 
liament.is sovereign. It is free to 
modify by enactment any article of 
the constitution. What you now 
wish is to change Article V. whicn 
nominally gives the king th eright 
to declare war. But do you really 
believe that the last war was de- 
clared without the assent of the par- 
liament?“

rom ,, aeninst the will of parlia- 

nt. 

There was great confusion in the 
chamber for a few moments, after 
which Premier Nitti resumed his 
remarks. 

“The law granting full powers to 
the cabinet,” he went on, “was pass- 
ed by the chamber on May 22, 1915. 
It was equivalent to a declaration 
of war.” 

The entire socialist group shout- 
ed: “No, no. The cabinet already 
had concluded an 
entente.“ 

Italy Must Import Necessities, 

The premier begged for the sup- 
port of all parties to help Italy out 
of her present difficulties. He ex- 
plained she must import one-third 
of the necessities of life, needing 
for instance, 42,000,000 quintals o 
wheat annually, of which 24,000,- 
000 came from abroad, a quantity 
equal to two-thirds of the entire 
production of Argentina. 

“We buy wheat at 130 lire per 
quintal and sell it for 60 lire,” he 
said, “thus losing 8,000,000 to 9,- 
000,000 lire daily. The greatest 
curse to us would be to lose our 
credit abroad, because then we 
would be irreparably lost. Russia 
and Hungary, despite their finan- 
cial isolation, were able to exist 
because their internal production 
was relatively sufficient to feed 
thefr people. I urge the socialists 
to be frank with the public and 
explain the necessity of not endan- 
}sering our relations with the al- 
lies, especially the United States. 
which alone can supply us with the 
greatest part of what we need. In 
fact, we cannot receive immediate 
help except from the American con- 
tinent and, above all, from the 
United States.

Charitable Atlantans are asked to 
direct old Santa Claus to this home 
with the things that would make 
not only the little mother glad but 
would bring joy to the hearts of the 
babies. The anxiety of this brave

IMMIGRATION HEAD 
RECOMMENDS CHANGES 


Deportation of Alien Draft 
Slackers Among Other 


Suggestions. 


Washington, December 14.—Crea- 
tion of an additional office of as- 
sistant secretary of labor, with ju- 
risdiction over all immigration 
matters, deportation of alien draft 
Slackers and strengthening of the 
border patrol service against unde- 
Sirables, are among the recommen- 
dations made by Commissioner Gen- 
eral Caminetti, of the immigration 
bureau, in his annual report. 

Suggestions that immigration be 
Suspended completely were opposed 


by the commissioner on the ground 
thatit would havean “injurious ef- 
fect upon our efforts to further 
American commerce and enterprise 
in foreign countries. Continuance 
of war-time passport vise regtila- 
tions and assignment of immigra- 
tion bureau representatives At con- 
sular ofices to aid in exeluding. 
undesirables, was urged instead. 

Only two aliens were excluded 
from the United States during the 
fiscal year on anarchistic grounds, 
while 37 aliens in the same class 
were expelled from the country and 
55 are now awaiting deportation, 
To reach American citizens who en- 
gage in similar propaganda, the re- 
port urges that “the acts prohibited 
by the anarchistic provisions of the 
immigration laws” be made crim- 
inal offenses. 

Not. Punishment. 

Deportation is “not punishment 
fer crime,” but merely allows the 
alien anarchist to change his field 
of activity, the report said; and 
added that it was to be hoped that 
“the lot of the anarchist will not so 
continue, but that by the common 
consent of civilized nations, some- 
thing more may be done to provide 
for his adequate punishment as an 
international outlaw.” 

An additional assistant secretary 
of labor, together with a larger le- 
gal and administrative staff, is rec- 
ommended on the ground that it 
would obviate delays now encoun- 
tered within the department. The 
arrest during the year of many jn- 
‘admissible Japanese. and Chinese, 
as well as several alien enemies, 
who had been smuggled into the 
country, prompted the proposal to 
strengthen the border patrol forces. 

“The bureau now has a small force 
doing effective work along that line 
on the borders of Canada and Mex- 
ico and on our coasts, but this 


needs to be materially increased,” 
the report said. “This class of work 
needs experienced officers, who will 


devote their entire time and all 
their energies to the task.“ 


w Law Proposed. 

A proposed new immigration law, 
submitted by Mr. Caminetti would 
put the burden of proof of admis- 
sibility upon persons seeking to en- 
ter the United States, and provide 
for registration of all aliens and a 
probational status for those whose 
admissibility is not clearly estab- 
lished. The law would add to the 
excluded ciass aliens who “prac- 
tice, advocate, teach, sanction or en- 
courage the extortion of money or 
property” aimed at members of 
black-hand societies. 

Commehting upon the number of 
“picture brides” who have come to 
this country from Japan, the report 
declared the gentleman's agreement 
with that country had “not brought 
the degree of restriction which might 
have been, and probably was, antic. 
ipated by those who took part in 
the negotiations,” but that this re- 
sult “grows out of the terms of the 
agreement rather than the manner 
of its observance.” 


BETTER GAS SERVICE 
PROPOSED FOR ROME 


Dome, Ga., December 14.— (Spe- 
cial.)—F. J. Cahill, manager of the 
Rome Municipal Gas company, has 
made the statement to the Rome 
commission that if the commission 
will recommend to the railroad com- 
mission an increase of 25 cents per 
thousand in the rate, the company 
will order increased pressure appa- 
ratus costing $7,000. This will be 
installed within 90 days, if the com- 
mission agrees: will give satistac- 
tory pressure at all times and will 
overcome existine difficulties he 
said. The sentiment of the commis- 
sion seemed to be that the improved 
service shonld be given first. and if 
it were forthcoming neither the com- 
mission nor the citizens would op- 
pose a ressonable increase.

OLD GLORY 1S RESTORED 
TO MANY TRADE ROUTES 


Shipping Board’s Report 
‘Shows 1,230 Government 
Ships Ply High Seas. 


Washington, December 14.—The 
American flag has been restored to 
41 of the world’s great ocean trade 
routes, the shipping board records 
in its annual report to congress. 
Most of the ships are plying trans- 
atlantic and South American lanes, 
the report said, but some of them 


are in waters where the Stars and 
Stripes has not been seen on com- 
mercial vessels for more than a gen- 
Sratien. 

Distribution of the government 
feet of 1,230 veesels, aggrecating 
6,°91,080 tons, shows 236 vessels in 
the northern Europe trade Tha 
transatlantic trade was next with 
197 ships of 1,204,953 tons engaged 
in the food relief service and 176 
ships with a tonnage of 1,176,614 
were still in use by the army on 
June 30 last 

Another 188 vessels were engaged 
in the South American trade; 75 ply- 
ing to Brazil, 92 to La Plata and 23 
to the west coast of South Africa. 
Sixty vessels were making regular 
sailings to southorn European ports, 
14 to Africa, 6 to India, 77 ‘n the 
transpacific, 143 to the West Indies 
and 44 in the coastwise and New 
meee coal trade. 

The total gross revenues for the 
year were approximately $500,009,- 
000, as compared with 280,000,000 
for 1918, but no comprehensive 
Statement showing the profit or 
loss was available. | 

Expenditures totaled $2,512,692,002, 
compared with $770,694,057 for 1918, 
$1,971.367,078 being for ship con- 
struction. Next heaviest was for 
inventory of materials amounting to 
$177,734,648, and plant and property 
expenses were placed at $167,786,559. 

It cost $620,065,935 to furnish ade- 
quate housing accommodations for 
the employees of 24 shipyards and 
one turbine plant, 8,644 houses, 94 
dormitories, 3 hotels, 6 boarding 
houses, 849 apartment houses, 
stores and other structures having 
been built, the report said. : 

Loans to utility companies on 
housing projects aggregated over 
$955,000. 

When the armistice was signed 
the United States had become the 
leading shipbuilding nation of the 
world in tonnage capacity and ra- 
pidity of construction, the report 
said. During the second quarter of 
1919, 48 per cent of the world ton- 
nage under construction was in 
American yards, ‘including 44% per 
cent of the world’s steel ship con- 
struction, 

Vessels of the 10,000, 12,500 and 
16,000 deadweight-ton classes will be 
the most efficient to meet modern 
trade requirements the report said, 
and provision for steaming radius 
of 13,000 nautical miles has been 
made in new American ships. The 
program for the establishment of oll 
fuel stations calls for tank facilities 
at St.Thomas, Virgin Islands, Hon- 
olulu, Manila, Ponta Delgada Azores 
Biserta Tunis and Constantinople,

Since the first cabinetmaker began 
his work, I suppose the “chest” is 
the most interesting. Indeed, it 
seems to have n one of the first 
pieces of furniture made for 

family use. It held the “treasure” 
of old or silver, and was so massive 
that it could hardly be moved, made 


entirely of metal, or of oaken wood |

The chest was already there when 
the first chair was made. One furni- 
ture historian states that in early 
English houses benches were used 
as seats, and

piled on top of it til it became 
a chest of drawers.

In this contention the statements 
made in the declaration adopted by

It was the work of 
the conservative element of the 
American Federation of Labor amd 
was understood to have been pre- 
pared under the personal direction 
of Samuel Gompers, president of the 
federation. For the reason it was 
put out as a feeler for the farmers 
Mr. Gompers would permit no 
changes to be made in it by the con- 
ference, according to authentic in- 
formation. 

While it was noted that a strong 
sentiment for some political party 
declaration permeated the general 
conference yesterday, this, as well 
as the proposed indorsement of the 
new labor party, fell by the wayside 
because of the likelihood that it 
would be acceptable to few farmers, 
labor delegates said.

CHEAP AMERICAN FOOD 
FOR HUNGRY EUROPE 


London, December 14.—Nationalys 
of stricken European countries, who 
reside in the United States, will soon 
be able to supply their relatives and 
friends with food at reasonable 
prices through a plan evolved by 
the American relief administration. 
Under the same plan persons living 
in those countries may purchase es- 
sentia] foods, which in some coun- 
tries are extremely difficult to ob- 


tain. The plan already has the in- 
dorsement of the governments at 
Vienna, Warsaw, Prague and Buda- 
pest, while the acquiesence of the 
German government 
shortly, it is declared. 

The relief administration has or 
ganized the “American Relief Ware- 
house corporation,” which will un- 
dertake to send at the outset about 
$5,000,000 worth of foodstuffs to the 
five countries mentioned, The gov- 
ernments which will benefit by th- 
plan have agreed to forego the im- 
position of import duties and to 
transport the supplies from the 
docks to warehouses which the gov- 
ernments will provide. They have 
also agreed not to requisition the 
supplies under any contingency. The 
foodstuffs will be sold on the dollar 
basis at figures which will net the 
corporation a profit. All the profits 
will be used for extendiing the pres- 
ent child relief activities of the ad- 
ministration in the countries in 
which the profits accrue 

In detail, the plan provides that 2 
person in the United States may go 
to the financial representatives of 
the corporation—which may be the 
American Bankers’ association, with 
which negotiations are proceeding— 
and pay in an amount for the pur- 
chase of a food warrant for a desig- 
nated person abroad.

90,000 COTTON ACRES 
PLANTED IN LAURENS 


Dublin, Ga., December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Laurens county planted this 
year a total of 90,000 acres in cot« 
ton, according to County Agent J. 
B. Tyre, against. an acreage for the 
year before of 105,000. The total 
yield this year is not likely to ex- 
ceed 20,000 bales, it is thought now, 
and this would make the average 
yield about 111 1-3 pounds of lint 
cotton per acre, or just a little more 
than one 500-pound bale to every 
five acres. 

This is what the boll weevil and 
the rainy weather did for the coun- 
ty this year. Last year the aver- 
age yield per acre was 285 pounds 
of lint cotton.

TWO ARE DROWNED 
IN SWOLLEN RIVER; 
CHILD IS RESCUED 


Americus, Ga., December 14.— 
(Special)—-eGorge Lindley, a white 
man, who moved here recently from 
north Georgia, was drowned in -the 
Flint river, 15 miles from here, this 
afternoon, together with Louise

Nothing Without United States. 


“All peace problems are now dom 


inated by the primordial necessity 
of obtaining ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles,” says The 
Temps, commenting upon the con- 
ference of the premiers at London. 
In this connection it asks: “Is it 
not necessary in the interest of gen- 
eral peace that the future adminis- 
tration of Constantinople and the 
Dardanelles shall have the appro- 
bation of the United States?” 

The Temps concludes that the al- 
lied government had this necessity 
in mind when they asked the Amer- 


ican ambassador to take part in the 


deliberation and sums uP the gen- 
eral attitude of the allies as fol- 


lows: 

“Nothing without the United 
States. Pending qugstions will not 
be solved unless representative 
of the United States is present.” 

Before the official statements 
have beeen issued regarding the 
London conferences, it is possible to 
give some lea of certain agree- 
ments that were reached. 

A French loan of five or six bil- 
lion franes placed in England, it is 
understood, would be accepted. 

An inter-allied military organiza- 
tion, assuring execution of the 
treaty and having under considera- 
tion measures which Germany’s pos- 
sibile attitude in the future might 
compel, has been maintained, with 
Marshal Foch in control. 

Absolute reserve is maintained on 
the situation created by the delay 
in American ratification of the 
treaty. 

The accord between London and 
Paris, it is declared, remains abso- 
lute.

QUICK SALE IS URGED 


New York, December 14.—Sale to 
Private purchasers of ali govern- 
meut- owned wooden vessels and of 
Steel vessels under six thousand 
deadweight tons is recommended by 
the Merchants’ association of New 
York, in response to a referendum 
questionnaire received from the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. Exception is provided for 
steel ships adapted to ocean-going 
Or e twise traffic, since such ves- 
sels in foreign hands might be 
prejudicial to steel ships of larger 
tonnage dedicateq exclusively to 
American commerce. 

The association favors restrictions 
for a period of years upon the trans- 
fer to a foreign flag of steel vessels 
of more than 6,000 tons purchased 
from the government. It believes 
that the government should absorb 
as a war loss the difference between 
the war cost of the vessels con- 
structed by the Emergency Fleet 
corporatio nand their present value 
and should also encourage the de- 
velopment of American shipping by 
granting it freedom from regulation 
as to routes and rates. 

Competent American shipbuilding 
yards should be continued in oper- 
ation under private management and 
the government should make no ef- 
fort to enter the marine insurance 
field, preference being given to 
American underwriters, it is added. 

The Merchants’ association has 
also gone on record in favor of the 
establishment of “foreign trading 
zones,” in American ports, as con- 
templated in proposed federal legis- 
lation, in which imported commodi- 
ties may be stored for re-export 
without paying customs duties. 


IRISH CONSTABLES 


Londonderry, Ireland, December 
14.— (By the Associated Press.) — 
Searching parties were out today 
looking for men who last night near 
Dungloe shot and wounded from am- 
bush four constables. 

The constables had arrested two 
Sinn Feiners and taken them to the 
special criminal court at Letter- 
kenny. where they were remanded, 
and were on their way to head- 
quarters at Dungloe when a score 
of concealed men opened fire on 
them with pistols. Sergeant Farrell, 


one of the principal witnesses, 
against the Sinn Feiners, was 
wounded in the leg. and Constable 


Cunan in the head and body. Inspec- 
tor Wallace and another ‘constable 
also were wounded. Cunan’s condi- 
tion is grave. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS

JAPAN TO REPRESS 
KOREAN AGITATION 


Tokio, November 16.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)

Claims to Be Baronet, 


But Has Police Record 
Of Over Twenty Years 


Belfast, December 14.— (By the 
Associated Press.) — At the trial ves- 
terday in the Ulster assizes of James 
Carlton on a charge of fraud arising 
from the floating of the Liberty Ship 
Yard company at Warren Point, 
County Down, for which Carlton was 
sentenced to twelve months’ impris- 
onment at hard labor, it was testi- 
fied that the prisoner had police 
record extending over twenty-two 
years, his prison sentences including 
one in the United States. 

Carlion claims to be a baronet. He 
denied information in the possession 
of the autnorities here that he was 
before a Chicago court in Augus, 
1917, charged with forgery, and that 
be was then sentenced to s term in 
prison. 

It is understood that Carlton, un- 
der the name of Sir James Carlton. 
hoaxed Boston society in June. 191 
Advices in the possession of the 
crown are to the effect that in Sep- 
tember, 1914, Carlton was arrested 
by the immigration authorities on 
the ground that he was an undesir- 
able alien, and that he was liberat- 
ed on a bail bond.

Little Rock, Ark., December 14.— 
Three men were killed and a fourth 
was severely injured today when a 
fast passenger train hit an automo- 
bile at a crossing at Benton, twen- 
tyatwo miles southwest of here. 

Fhe dead are James G. Lake, min- 
ing contractor at the Bauxite mines; 
John Green, an employee at the 
mines, and Sergeant Major Carl My- 
natt, Asheville, N. C., who was on 
furlough from Camp Pike. The 
presence of storm curtains on the 
car ig said to have prevented the 
driver from seeing the train.

Bleeding From Wars, 
White Race to Vanish, 
Says Italian Deputy 


Rome, December 14.—Deputy Ca- 
roti, socialist, of Florence, speaking 
on the treaties of Versailles and St. 
Germain in the chamber. of deputies, 
said in part: 

“We cannot live up to those peace 
treaties. Disorders are occurring 
here and are also occurring all over 
the world, even in America, where 
strikes are no longer economic 
events, but political movements. 

“No party of the bourgeoisie any- 
where has succeeded in presenting a 
program which will give certainly a 
true peace. Only one man has pre- 
sented such a program, President 
Wilsen, but we realized that it was 
only a myth. The béurgeoisie cannot 
be democratic. If President Wilson’s 
program had been realized, the rea- 
sens for conflict would have in- 
creased. 

“Wars are bleeding the white race, 
preparatory to its disapperance. 
Take Italy alone, in the first year 
of the war. the births numbered 1. 
200.000: in the second year 700,000; in 
the third vear 590,000.”

New York, December 14.—Fire has 
broken out on the former North 
German Lloyd liner Graf Waldersee, 
recently a United States army trans- 
port, and now anchored in the Hud. 
son river, pending transfer to Great 
Britain. Two army transports an- 


chored nearby are endeavoring to 


render assistance. 

Residents at Spuyten Duyvil, op- 
posite the anchorage of the Graf 
Waldersee, reported that the big 
liner was enveloped in smoke 
through which flames were’ leaping. 
Two fire boats and a police tug 
were rushed to the assistance of the 
ship. 


The Graf Waldersee is a boat of 


13,000 tons and was one of the fleet 
of German merchantment seized by 
the allies in German ports after the 
signing of the armistice. She was 
allotted to the United States for use 
2 a transort. g 


The liner arrived in New York in 
April, and two months later was 
rammed by the steamer Redondo, 100 
miles off Sandy Hook, while outward 
bound for France. She was beached 
off Long Island, but was able to 
to resume service as a transort a 
couple of weeks later. She made 
her alst trr with American troos 
last August, since which time has 
been lying in New York harbor 
awaiting her expected allotment to 
Great Britain. 


YOUTHFUL BANDIT 
MURDERS AND ROBS. 
AT WASHINGTON 


Washington, December 14.—En- 
tering an automobile tire repair 
shop here today, John McHenry, 
who gave St. Louis as his home and 
19 as his age, shot and killed Wa! 
lace W. Mulcare, the proprietor, 
robbed Mulcare of a small sum of 
money, and later, before detectives 
in the union station could’ arrest 


him, shot and probably fatally 
wounded James E. Armstrong, a 
city detective. ; — 

On entering the repair shop Me- 
Henry, according to James Sheldon, 
a witness, demanded the contents of 
the cash register. Mulcare under 
pretext of delivering the money 
tired at the youthtul bandit, who 
dodged behind a showcase and then 
shot Mulca through the heart. 

Sheldon a .companied police and 
detectives to the union station in 
search of McHenry, who when no- 
ticing the officers broke from a 
crowd and ran into the concourse. 
There cornered by the officers, he 
fired three shots, one of which 
struck Detective Armstrong in the 
stomach. 

Later at police headquarters, Mc- 
Henry is said to have told 
authorities that he. planned the 
hold-up with a view to obtaining 
sufficient funds to leave the city 
having arrived here several days 
ago from Charlottesville, Va.

DAMAGED BY FLAMES 


Paris, December 14.—Fire today 
badly damaged portions of the Cas- 
tle of Complegne. The bedroom of 
the former emperor and the council 
room, both of which were unfur- 
nished, were destroyed, as were a 
few pieces of art. The library was 
not damaged. The damage is esti- 
mated at 2,000,000 frans. 


The palace of Compiegne is one 
of the finest old royal seats in 
France. It was built during the 
reign of Louis XV. by Gabriel.

New York, December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)

“It seems,” says the former Cleve- 
land mogul, “that the eastern crowd 
is not bothered by adhering to the 
facts in their fight against Mr. 
Johnson. I have no interest in 
baseball today, but I was interested 
when Johnson was given his twen- 
ty-year term and a salary of $25,- 
000 per year, and dislike very 
much to see the magnates making 
a play on that at this time. It is 
not fair 

The facts are these: Charles 
Comiskey was the one who asked 
that Johnson be given a twenty- 
year contract as president of the 
league, end it was also Comiskey 
who asked that the salary be boost- 
ed to $25,000 per year. his action 
was taken at thé meeting in Chi- 
cago on February 16, 1910, and as 
vice president of the league I held 
the chair while the vote was made. 
Mr. Comiskey has evidently forgot- 
ten the part he played in that 
meeting.“ 

„ According to Somers it is gross 
injustice on the part of Comiskey, 
especially, to declare Johnson hol 
is position illegally. There is 
nothing illegal about it, and Comis- 
key knows it only too well,” said 
the former Cleveland magnate, 

Somers says Johnson ma have 
his faults as has every other hu- 
man being, but the American league 
will miss his counsel ana nis ini 
tiative if the insurgents succeed 
in ousting him from the executive's 
chair as the result of the fight 
over the Mays case. No person,“ 
says Somers, “can object to the 
fight on Johnson, but the gnates 
making that fight should be fair 
enough to stick within the facts,” 

Somers added that he never ex- 

ected to re-enter baseball, as he 
s deeply interested in several coal 
mining propositions in Ohio and 
intends to 1 some new min- 
ing property within a few years. 
Somers says he no longer regrets 
his separation from the National 
pastime.

“Bill” Roper Shows How 
Ability to Size Up - 
posing Eleven Proved 
Boon to Princeton’s Ti- 
gers Against Colgate.

A great many persons wondered 


why Gilleo, the smashing Colgate 
back, did not make more gains 
against Princeton. | 

The first reason was because the 
Princeton line played a remarkable 
defensive game for the first time in 
the season, but good scouting helped 
them play as they did. 


Anderson, the Colgate quarter- 
back, is @ great player, but he has 
faults, as has every other good man. 
He has played so long and succéss- 
fully that he can’t or does not think 
it worth while to change. The 
quarterback feeds the ball tq the 
backs in the Colgate system of at- 
tack, and Anderson, by his method 
of handling the ball, gives the play 
away. There was just a slight dif- 
ference in his position when the 

lay went to the right or to the 
eft. We got a report on this, and, 
of course, watched for it. 

I told the team: “Be sure to play 
your regular game, but watch An- 
derson closely, and if his move- 
ments give the play away, of course 
take advantage of it.” | 

Sure enough Anderson did give the 
attack away and he unintentionally

Harvard’s Great Scouts. 

Harvard probably gets more out 
of its scouting system than any oth- 
er team in the country. The brains 
of the Harvard scouting system 
have_for years been Reggie Brown, 
today a successful manufacturer of 
clecks in Boston and an old ‘varsity 
back. Brown has a great football 
head, and, when Haughton took hold 
of the Harvard team, he put the 
scouting into his hands. 

Up to that time scouting gener- 
ally had been done in a very hap- 
hazard way all over the country. At 
best it is a most difficult thing to 
size up another team and only a few 
men can do it properly. Lou must 
first of all have a thorough knowl- 
edge of the game and of various 
style of play and when you watch 
the play you must concentrate on a

either know the other is going. If 
they bring back the same informa- 
tion he is pretty safe in acting on 
it. If they don’t, watch out, Good 
scouts don’t sit on the side lines, 
but get as high up in the stands as 
they can. It is a good idea to use 
a pair of field glasses. 

Several years ago I coached the 
University of Missouri football team. 
Our big game was with the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. Their record was 
better than Missouri's and they had 
a heavier team with more experi- 


ence. To beat them we had to sur- 
prise them. 

I saw the Kansas-Nebraska game, 
which Kansas won. All through the 
game I was puzzling my head to 
find a real weakness in the Kansas 
team. They were big, fast and 
strong. Johnson, the quarterback, 
had the reputation of being the best 
man on the team. He did the kick- 
ing, and, upon watching him, I dis- 
covered he took at least two steps, 
and often three, off to the side be- 
fore kicking. It was apparent that 
if a special effort was made John- 
son's kicks could be blocked. He 
was the best player on the Kansas 
team and his failure to perform 
would naturally dishearten his 
teammates. Upon my return to Co- 
lumbia, where the state university 
was located, I went to work plan- 
ning a method of blocking Johnson's 
kicks. First of all we took the cen- 
ter, who played a roving game any- 
how, and on third or fourth down, 
when it looked like a kick, played 
him behind the left tackle. 

Tackle Had Orders. 

The tackle was instructed to 
charge straight ahead to attract the 
attention of the opposing backs, 
while the center went through be- 
hind him wi instructions to jump, 
not for where Johnson was, but for 
where he would be when he kicked 
the ball. 

Sure enough, it worked. The first 
time Kansas kicked the Missouri 
players followed instructions to the 
letter and a blocked punt was the 
result. Out of the first three kicks 
Johnson attempted we blocked two, 
one of which was indirectly respon- 
sible for 8 touchdown. 

One could go on and give Illustra- 
tion after illustration of games won 
and lost because of success or fail- 
ure in diagnosing opponents’ play 
prior to the game. No team can, of 
course, play by rote and must be 
coached to meet the unexpected. A 
coach should tell his team when 
talking over an opponent’s play: 

“This is what they have done. If 
they do it again this is the way to 
meet it.” 

Never become dogmatic and say 
this is what they will do, for the 
good team is the one that can go up 
against the unexpected and stop it, 
and the players always should be 
given to understand the unexpected 
may happen.

Developments on Treaty | ; 
Bring Encouraging Turn 


The regular weekly financial re- 


view of the banking house of Henry 
Clews & Co., New York, follows: 

While there has been no positive 
development in connection with 
peace treaty prospects during the 
past week, Washington indications 
are strongly in favor of a compro- 
mise which will result in the adop- 
tion of the document with sundry 
reservations shortly after the holi- 
day season. This outlook, encour- 
aging as it is, neverthless fore- 
shadows a period of continued un- 
certainty and postponement of defi- 
nite bssiness relationships with 
foreign countries during which but 
little improvement can be made. 

The interchange of views on the 
railroad question during the past 
week appears to confirm the predic- 
tion that the roads will be handed 
‘back to their owners at the close 
of the year or soon after, while the 
delay of congress and the apparent 
difference of view between the sen- 
ate and house on the whole subject 
seems to point to the possibility 
of a gap between the date of return 
and the date when fresh legislation 
covering the whole railroad situa- 
tion is carried to the statute books. 
The issue is, however, still in 
doubt. 

On the other hand, the adjustment 
of the coal strike, despite the fact 
that much damage has been done 
through shortage and through the 
closing of the plants, as a result of 
fuel restrictions, tends to. afford a 
prospect of relief to many indus- 
tries whose prosperity is dependent 
upon obtaining an early supply of 
fuel. With improvement thus in 
sight in various departments of do- 
mestic business life, the financial 
situation nevertheless continues 
perturbed both at home and abroad. 
This state of things should impress 
upon the mind of the investor the 
necessity of prudence and foresight 
pending further developments. 

The Trade Situation. 

Current developments are show- 
ing how serious is the trade situ- 
ation (and consequently the finan- 
cial outlook) in our relations with 
foreign countries. Sterling demand 
has dropped to unprecedented lev- 
els, while lire have fluctuated 
around 13.40 and marks of late 
have been below 2 cents. Those 
who bought heavily of foreign cur- 
rencies during the autumn are now 
feeling the consequences, and some 
have become exceptionally discour- 
aged and have attempted to unload 
their holdings. The effort to do so 
has, of course, depressed quotations 
still further. The most serious fac- 
tor in the exchange situation, how- 
ever, is not the mere decline of the 
quotations, but is the great quanti- 
ty of exchange which is now over- 
hanging the market. 

Exporting houses have for some 
time past been in the habit of leav- 
ing their funds on deposit abroad 
or have extended credit on open ac- 
count to foreign buyers. The result 
has been to increase in a very great 
degree the volume of business 
which is being carried along on 
open credit and in consequence, to 
produce a large volume of bills 
which might be sold at any mo- 
ment. These, in, fact are being of- 
fered whenever any improvements 
in quotations permit. Neutral Euro- 
pean countries are in a worse posi- 
tion than the United States, and 
the prospect of these conditions un- 
doubtedly is such as to point to 
further severe shrinkage unless 
something to be done to support ex- 
change. 

Such shrinkage would undoubted- 
ly mean a falling off in our foreign 
trade. These conditions are reflect- 
ed in the low values of foreign 
securities of all kinds. Anglo- 
French 5s are practically on a 10 
per cent basis, and many other 
strong foreign obligations in much 
the same position. Should some ac- 
tion be taken in the near future 
for the stabilization of exchange 
many of these issues would be 
genuine bargains. 

The Money Outlook. 

Efforts to contract the loan ac- 
count of the reserve banks have 
not thus far been very successful, 
and accordingly there is no reason 
to expect any reduction in call 


rates for the immediate present.

During the past few days there have 
been temporary reductions in call 
money, but they have promptly been 
offset by reactions to high levels, 
closing figures ruling around 10 or 
12 per cent most of the time. The 
reports of the reserve banks show 
that, in spite of technical improve- 
ment here and there, there has 
been only a very narrow margin of 
lending power, which is being al- 
most entirely required for com- 
mercial uses. 

The natural influence has been 
drawn from this situation that the 
call money volume now in the mar- 
ket could not be very greatly en- 
larged, and that sudden or unusual 
demands. upon it would accordingly 
result in higher prices for such 
funds as were available, the loans 
then going to the highest bidder. 
Many who would have been glad to 
purchase securities at prices which 
have prevailed for some time 
of the issues within the past 
week, have been deferred from 
so doing by the fact that they 
would have to pay so heavily for 
the loanable funds with which to 
hold their investments until favor- 
able opportunities arise for taking 
a profit. 

There has been some indication 
during the past week of a turn in 
the tide of crop-moving demands 
which has fallen heavily upon the 
reserve banks during, the past au- 
tumn. Funds are now moving back 
into the banks, but they cannot be 
expected to bring about a material 
change in the situation before the 
end of the year. Buyers who are 
obliged to borrow must therefore 
not count upon cheaper money. The 
action of the federal reserve board 
of New York in advancing discount 
rates was expected and therefore 
largely discounted. It should, how- 
ever, be accepted as a warning of 
the limitations of the .money mar- 
ket, and as evidence of the inten- 
tion of banking authorities to tm- 
pose more restrain upon excessive 
inflation. 

Prices and Values. 

“Early in the week there was a 
decided tendency to improvement in 
quotations, and not a few 
made very decided gains, among 
them some of the motor and oil 
favorites. Later, however, these 
gains were lost and those who nad 
counted upon a sharp and general 
advance found themselves disap- 
pointed. 

They are not likely to get very 
much encouragement so long as 
present money conditions continue. 
Traders have shown special favor 
for the industrial issues which have 
varied widely in value within recent 
weeks, their opinion evidently be- 
ing that the inflation had been 
largely eliminated from them and 
that they were due for price ad- 
vances. 

On the other hand, earnings of 
many industrial shares now show 
quite distinct declines, and it may 
be doubted whether any process of 
passing the load on the consumer 
will be altogether efficacious as 
long as present methods of taxation 
continue in vogue. Taken all in all, 
conditions are now such as to af- 
ford to the investor encouragement 
to buy with his own funds, while 
on the other hand suggesting to 
him the danger of too large spectu- 
lative commitments during the pres- 
ent period of transition. 


COMMODITY PRICE 
UPWARD ADVANCE 
LESS PRONOUNCED 


The upward trend to commodity 
prices was less pronounceed last 
week than for a considerable pe- 
riod, 49 advances, comparing with 


44 recessions in the quotations re- 
ceived by Dun’s Review. Limited 
supplies, light receipts and the coal 
regulations, which it was thought 
would prevent a free movement of 
grain, were reflected in more or less 
increase of strength in oats, rye and 
barley, but much larger effect on 
hogs and provisions. 

Live beef, however, advanced, and 
sheep held steady at about last 
week’s level. With demand exceed- 
ing supplies, the finer grades of but- 
ter and eggs ere maintained at 
close to a record point, and quota- 
tions for cheese were extremely 
firm. Iron and steel products con- 
tinue to rise, as a result of the 
pressing need for supplies and the 
curtailed production, but in the 
minor metals, aside from some hard- 
ening in lead, there was n@ change 
of importance. 

No weakening is perceptible in 
cotton goods, but the easier feeling 
that has prevailed for some time 
past in hides and leather remains a 
prominent feature in the markets 
for those commodities. 


Failures Last Week. 


Commercial failures last week in 
the United States, as reported to 
R. G. Dun & Co., are 126, against 143 
week before last, 100 in the preced- 
ing week and 169 the corresponding 
week last year. Failures in Canada 
number 16, against 16 week before 
last, 19 the preceding week and 21 
last year. Of failures last week in 
the United States 51 were in the 
east, 32 south, 23 west and 20 in the 
Pacific states, and 48 reported liabil- 
ities of $5,000 or more against 57 
last week. 


Weekly Food Index. 


Last week's index number, based 
on the prices per pound of thirty- 
one articles used for food, is $5.18, 
compared with $5.18 week before 
last and $5.07 for the week ending 
December 12, 1918. Last week’s 
number remains unchanged from 
week before last, but reflects a gain 
of 2.1 per cent over the like week of 
last year, while it is only 2.2 per 
cent down from the upward high 
point of July 31 last.

Columbia, S. C., December 14.— 
(Special.)—“To sell your cotton 
based on the indicated yield shown 
by the agricultural department, we 
are convinced, means that you will 
furnish the speculator the oppor- 
tunity to reap a golden harvest 
which should come to the pro- 
ducer,” said J. Skottowe Wannama- 
ker, president of the American Cot- 
ton association, in a statement is- 
sued here tonight. He declared that 
the world needs 15,000,000 bales 
from the present crop. 

“Inquiries made by the American 
Cotton association throughout the 
length of the cotton belt,“ says the 
statement, “convince the associa- 
tion that upon the completion of 
the ginning of the present cotton 
erop the fact will come to light 
that the estimate shown by the 
government is far in excess of the 
actual production for the present 
year, even after adding in the 
enormous amount of cotton brought 
over in the seed from last year. 

“The cotton crop in the Atlantic 
states is not only more nearly com- 
pletely gathered but more nearly 
completely ginned than in any sim- 
ilar period in the last 25 years. The 
cotton crop in the western belt has 
been very seriously damaged by 
long continued rains. The amount 
of cotton that will still be gathered 
in the western belt, »dded to the 
amount to be ginned in the rest of 
the belt will, the association feels 
convinced, produce a crop far below 
the indicated yield. 

“One thing that is absolutely cer- 
tain is that the amount of good 
grade cotton from the growing cot- 
ton crop will fall far short of the 
amount of cotton already sold. Un- 
der no conditions will the amount 
so produced exceed 6,000,000 bales. 
It is thought that in all probability 
the amount of cotton brought over 
from last year, the amount of cot- 
ton repacked from samples and un- 
dersized bales, which have beer 
counted in the ginning of this sea- 
son, has badly misled the depart- 
ment of agriculture in its estimate 
of indicated vield. This view is 
shared by leading experts who have 
been investigating this proposition 
for the American, Cotton associa- 
tion, this decision being reached 
after a painstaking investigation 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the cotton belt. 

“Time solves all things. To se?) 
your cotton based on the indicated 
yield shown by the agricultural de- 
partment, we are convinced, means 
that you will fail to receive a price 
based ona far shorter crop and 
that you will furnish the speculator 
the opportunity to reap a golden 
harvest which should come to the 
producer. Do not forget that the 


‘| world needs, and needs desperately, 


a 15,000,000 bale crop from the 
present crop: that even the govern- 
ment estimate, which was the high- 
est made of all the various esti- 
mates, still falls 4.000.000 bales 
short of pressing needs. Do not 
forget that there is already more 
cotton sold than can be supnli-4 
from a crop based upon the indi- 
cated yield as shown by the gov- 
ernment. Do not forget that the 
New York cotton exchange has

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
MENACES COUNTRY 


Assumes Such Alarming 


F. Aspect in Last Week’s 


Financial Markets as to 
Center World Interest. 


New York, December 14.—Although 
foreign exchange had been moving 
steadily against the leading coun- 
tries of issue for several months it 
was not until last week that the 
movement assumed such threatening 
proportions at this center as to ob- 
scure all other developments in the 
securities market. 

With the British rate at a dis- 
count of more than 25 per cent, not 
to mention the far greater deprecia- 
tion in French and Italian remit- 
tances, bankers and other dealers in 
exchange began to express grave 
concern and refer to internationai 
bankruptcy as something more than 
an empty phrase. 

Considerable difference of opinion 
prevails among financial experts and 
economists as to ways and means 
for overcoming existing conditions. 
All concur, however, that the for- 
eign credit deadlock constitutes a 
serious menace to this country’s 
plans of world-wide trade expansion. 
There was heavy liquidation during 
the week of foreign-owned Amer- 
ican securities, chiefly railroad 
stocks and bonds, but whether this 
resulted from pressure or a desire 
on the part of the sellers to avail 
themselves of exchange conditions 
in this market is a debatable ques- 
tion. 

In its immediate aspects the rail- 
road situation was further compli- 
cated by indications that permanent 
measures for the return of the 
transportation systems to. private 
ownership are not likely to be en- 
acted by the end of the year. 

The other noteworthy event which 
helped to bring about the further 
shrinkage of stock market values 
was the flurry in call money and the 
greater scarcity of time accommoda- 
tions. This was largely prompted by 
the. federal reserve bank, which 
made only a moderate advance in in- 
terest and rediscount rates, but 
thereby served notice that the local 
credit situation, in its judgment, re- 
quired turther readjustment, 


Great Building Activity. 


Reports to Bradstreet’s from 144 
cities of the United States show a 
total value of building in November 
of $132,282,891, an increase of 726 
per cent over the like month a year 
ago. In other words, building con- 
struction in November this year was 
eight times that in November a year 
ago, while permits were two and 
one-half times those of 1918. 

Only four months of the present 
year show a larger total than in 
November. For eleven months build- 
ing exceeds 1916, the best previous 
year, by 24 per cent.

From net advances of 80 to 118 
points there was a fall to net de- 
clines of 120 to 236 points. December 
at its best traded up to the new 
high record of 40c and from there 
fell off to 38c, closing at 38.96c. 

Spots lost 50 points during the 
week, closing at 39.50c. Straddling 
operations were encouraged by the 
wide discounts on the distant 
months, July closing at 30.55c, or 
over 8c a pound under December. 

The heaviest selling of the week 
followed the governreent’s estimate 
of the crop of 11,030,000 bales and 
the placing of an export freight em- 
bargo on southern rts. The crop 
estimate was considerably higher 
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than expectations and the embargo 
aroused fear that the export move- 
ment would be seriously curtailed. 

Late in the week a less unfavor- 
able opinion of the crop figures was 
acquired and the fuel situation ap- 
peared in a much better light.
